POOLS FOR PROFIT. 


A DIVISION IN THE RANKS OF THE PROVI- 
DENT BANK STOCKHOLDERS. 


How the Bank Stood at Its Closing—An 
Analysis of the Statement Compiled by 
the Committee—A Showing Which Will 
Not be Gratifying to Depositors—Pro- 
ceedings in Court To-Day. 


To-day the hulk of the broken bank is settling 
down to be completely wrecked in time. The 
little crew of stockholders that sailed out so 
bravely to the work of salvage have returned 


to shore without a word or sign of approval : 


from the losers for the attempt to recover the 
rich cargo from the waves. The depositors 
are attributing the undertaking to the hardi- 
hood of piracy rather than to the noble 
promptings which it was su pposed actuated 
the promoters. 

The settlement of the affairs of the Provi- 
dent Bank has resultedin a game of grab, in 
which Mr. Wm. H. Thompson holds the bag. 
The stockholders have not been permited to 
participate, except as spectators. Receiver 
Thompson refuses to say what is in the bag. 
There is so much he can’t tell. The exasper- 
ated stockholders who gota peep at the con- 
tents seem to have some unaccountable ten- 
derness abouttelling all they found. They 
have made a report which is vague and indefi- 
nite in many particulars, but still discloses 
some surprising transactions. 

THE COMMITTEE'S REPORT. 

At the meeting ofthe stockholders of the 
Provident Savings Bank, held yesterday after- 
noon to hear the report of the investigating 
committee appointed on the 26th ult., the fol- 
lowing gentlemen owning and representing 
stock were present: A. Hargadine, 39 shares; 
Chas. Hodgman, 87: L. C. Edgell, 12; J. T. 
Percy, 20; D. R. Haynes, 10; Charlies H. Smith, 
5; Fred A. Cline, 10; A. G. Donaldson, 60; Dr. 
W. T. Gregory, 10; Herman A. Haeussler, 75; 
Grant Tilden, 42; J. Moore,3, making a totalof 
406 shares. 

The committee reported that on the date of 
closing the liabilities were as follows:

Concerning the assets and the failure the 
committee report: 

‘*‘The matter of finding the true state and 
value of the assets was more difficult: how- 
ever, we give it as our opinion that at the time 
the bank closed, or rather at the time it was 
turned over to the president of another bank 
to be wrecked without any risk or expense to 
that bank, there was what was in sworn state- 
ments ofthe officers justly termed loans un- 
doubtedly good on personal and collateral se- 
curity $472,076.44 and no more.’’ 

On this account $6,700 of doubtful and prob- 
ably worthless notes were found. A lot of 
paper amounting to $33,713 carried in the bank 
statement as Undoubtedly good is not worth 
$4,000, some of it has been worthiess since 
1883, but had not been carried on the promt 
and loss account at any time. A. B. Thom- 
son’s $8,500 note with a raised certificate of 
Crystal Plate Company, his $15,000 note with 
forged bank stock were also found in this ac- 
count. The dealings of the bank withthe 
Anchor Miiling Company are given by the 
comunittee as follows: 

Under same head we find anote secured by 
first deed of trust on Anchor Milis property 
for $50,000, dated September 15, 1881, payable 
on demand, which is good for what it cost us 
on May 3, 1886, $64,630.29. This was not in 
statement under head of loans secured by real 
estate security, but under head of personal 
loans. 

Also, under same head, we find notes of 
Anchor Milling Company as follows:

A. B. Thomson ,trustee of thirty-eight shares,is 
worthless. As collections to be made, $10,- 
554.95 and duefrom other banks, $9,820.49, are 
considered good accounts. Thecash account 
was found to be an index toajunk shop. it 
foots up $32,292.78, but is estimated at only 
$12,000. An item of $25,000 on the bonds and 
stocks account was found to be the unre- 
corded deed for the $2u,000 farm at Madison, 
Ill., enteredin the name of A. B. Thomson. 
The bank building and 100 feet of real estate on 
Baidwin street are valued at $67,000. 

The bonds and stocks valued in the last 
statement at $79 .363.45 were estimated yester- 
day at $20,000. The exchange maturing ac- 
count figured at $165,491.12 was found to be 
worth $72,869.

AN ANALYSIS OF THE REPORT. 

A depositor, who read the statement of the 
Haeussier committee, said :‘‘The stockholders’ 
committee report brings out so much that the 
receiver should have told the depositors and 
stockhoiders and holds back so much—evi- 
dently for fear of injuring some one—and pro- 

ses a purchase so ridiculous that, taken all 
fn all, the reportisa curiosity. After show- 
ing that the real value of the assets is over 
$503,000, and that to wind a yr the 
present receiver will cost ,000—leaving 
net $843,000—they propose, in the inter- 
et of the . to buy up 
all the assets for $750,000—a lose to the depos- 
itors of $143,000, nearly three times the cost of 
a receiver. They show the bank insolvent 
and yet propose to reopen, and blame those 
who closed it up while showing that it ought 
to have been closed years azo. 

‘*The points the committee out that the 
receiver ought to have told are (j) that the 
bank ought to have been wound up several! 
years ago; (2), that it had to borrow $50,000

Is it not evident 
that the receiver, while an honest and reliable 
man, under an ample bond, considers it his 
duty, asamatter of friendship to others, to 


protect his friends by withholding from 
the swindled depositors facts they are 
fully entitled to know? Is there 


not some legal way of bringing out the truth? 
Will not the truth show that the bank loaned 
money in blocks of $5,000 to $25,000 on names 
and securities that would not have passedina 
properly conducted bank for even $00? If so, 
is there not such athingas a criminal negli- 
gence in the loaning of depositors’ money to 
the special pets of a bank? 

**The comniitee might here truthfully add: 
We find that i{na bank by loaning its money to 
totally irrevypopsible parties has enabled them 
to run an Ishmaeiite competition with honest 
men who paid dollar for dollar.’’ 

POOLS FOR PROFITS. 

The stockholders who were active in getting 
a statement are disgusted with the result. At 
the first meeting ‘held the sentiment 
was unanimous, and not as favor- 
able to the old directory and Receiver 
Thompson as it might have been. Yesterday 
just enough new sharehoiders appeared to 
swamp the recommendations of the commit 
tee and the report reflecting on the old 
Potent and to carry a vote of confi- 
dence in Receiver Thompson. Some of 
the members of the committee charge 
that this was in pursuance of a plan 
by which any number of stockholders could 
have been introduced to defeat the announced 
purposes of the meeting. Some of the depos- 
itors charge that the quarreling stockholders 


are only dividing into pools which 
will depreciate the value ot 
the Provident accounts, and then 


buy them up atas low a figure as possible. 
The stockholders’ committee is not satisfied 
with the information they have received. 
They could not get the history of some of the 
ee that seemed most suspicious to 
trem. 

It is possiblethataslight increase over $75,- 
000 may be madeasabid by one of the pools 
to buy the assets. Sucha bid would be made 
tu the receiverand by him submitted tothe 
Court. That any such offer should be ac- 
cepted, even if offered, is extremely unlikely. 
To-day no accounts were offered for saie on 
the street. Some of the assets of the defunct 
bank cannot be realized on for a year or 
eighteen months, until which time no final 
settlement of the business can be effected 

PROCEEDINGS IN COURT. 

The petition of Washington University for 
allowance of offset was the chief matter of 
interest to-day in the affairs of the Provident 
Bank before Judge Lubke. As 
stated in the PosT-DIsPaTcH last 
evening Judge Adams filed a report for 
the receiver,setting forth that, pursuant to the 
Court’s order in the matter of settlement 
with the sureties of the defaulting cashier, the 
sum of $50,000 bad been received and the col- 
laterals had been surrendered, in accordance 


with the conditions of the settle- 
ment. The matter of G. H. Thiel’s 
intervening petition was laid over and the 


Washineton University account was taken up. 
E. C. Eliot appeared in court with Prof. Ives, 
Dr. Han.mond, Dean ofthe Law School, and 
Mr. Bartlett, the treasurer. Some of the 
roung men connected with the University 
acuity had their vacation plans sorely dis- 
turbed by tne collapse of the bank and they 
are resting perforce in town this season. 

Judge Adams stated that he had not had 
time to examine into the University account. 
There might be some question of liability on 
the part of the University in respect 
of an overdraft of the abscond- 
ing cashier for $2,000 in connection 
with art matters, and it might be shown that 
tne University had the proceeds of the over- 
draft, although, of course, it had no knowl- 
edge of this overdraft feature. It was a mat- 
ter for examination and it was desirable to 
straighten out the University account as 
speedily as possible. The Law School 
account stood in the name of Dr. Hammond, 
and the account of the Department of Fire 
Arts in the name of Prof. Ives. The University 
desired to pay the receiver the balance due 
the bank, and the accountas stated by Mr. 
Eliot was as follows:

A WEAK AND INSINCERE PROSECUTION OF | 
THE INDICTED DELEGATES. 


Long List of Witnesses Who Did Not See 
Them Drunk—Only Two State’s Witnesses 
Subpenaed in the Court of Criminal 
Correction—Trial of the Pishon Case This 
Afternoon. j 


The cases aghinst the members of the House | 
of Delegates charged with drunkenness in 
office were set for trial in the Court of Crim- 
inal Correction this morning. At 
11:40 the case of Delegate Charles 
D. Keenan was called, but was passed down 
at the request of Mr. James Butler, son of td 
Butler, the village blacksmith, who represented 
the defendants, and the case of Delegate H. 
A. Pishon was called. 

The witnesses called for the State were

ONE OF THE STATE WITNESSES 

was absent, and after a delay of 30 
minutes an attachinent was ordered to 
issue for him, returnable at 2 o'clock, 
to which timeall the cases were laid over.

POOR ZIBRIA GATTINI. . 


The Prima Donna Crazed by Her Mother’s 
Death and Her Brother’s Suicide. 


New YORK, August 3.—The Sun’s London 
dispatches say: A tragic story is told by the 
Cologne Gazette of the sad experience and 
cruel fate of the favorite Italian prima donna, 
Ziria Gattini. A short time ago Ziria, her 
mother and two brothers, went to Barcelona, 
where the prima donna was to fulfill an en- 
gagement. While there the mother became 


ill. Physicians were called, but the patient 
steadily grew worse. Ziria attended at the 
bed-side of her mother during the day and 
regularly appeared at the theater each night, 
leaving her brothers to watch over the sick 
woman. One night, while Ziria was absent 
at the theater, the . physicians informed 
her brothers that their mother was 
in a hopeless condition, and could live buta 
few hours at the most. The elder of the 
brothers, crazed by grief at this announce- 
ment, seized a pistol and shet himself dead in 
the presence of his mother, who expired 
almost iammediately afterward. The vounger 
brother hastened to the theater to inform his 
sister. He was admitted, and met her just as 
she was leaving the stage, burdened with 
flowers and her ears ringing with the applause 
of the audience. In afew words he told her 
what had happened, when, with a scream that 
was heard all overthe house, she ran toa 
window and attempted to throw herself to the 
ground.Shé was restrained by friends, who,at- 
tracted by her cries,rushed toward her and she 
was immediately conveyed to her apartments.

Congress and the Cutting Case. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., August3.—The House 
Committee on Foreign Affairs, at a called 
meeting to-day, took up and considered the

Belmont, Crainand Lanbamin relation to the 
Cutting case, and also the correspond- 
ence on the subject furnished bythe Sec- 
retary of State.

Whereas, A. Kh. Cutting, an American citi- 
zen, is wrongly deprived of his liberty by 
Mexican officiais at Paso Del Norte, in the Re- 
public of Mexico; and 

Whereas, the Mexican Government refuses 
to release said Cutting upon the demand of the 
President of the United States; and 

Whereas, The Government of Mexico alleges 
as a reason for its refusal to comply with such

POREIGN JURISDICTION. 

The Mexican Consul at El Paso thus 
stated the Mexican view of the Cutting 
case, and his Government has since taken 
the same position: 

The act, to be sure, was done in Texas, but 
CUTTING lived in Mexico, and we must consider. 
the act to have been done. wherever his 
domicile was. Wehave laws to provide for 
punishing in Mexico acts done in the United 
States. 

If CUTTING were on this side of the line 
and his extradition should be demanded 
by Mexico for an extraditable offense, no 
such assumption of jurisdiction by a 
foreign Government over acts committed 
wholly within the jurisdiction of the 
United States would berecognized. Even 
under the pending new articles in regard 
to extradition between-the United States 
and Great Britain, the requisition must 
not only show good ground for an indict- 
ment and trial for an extraditable offense, 
but must show that the offense was com- 
mitted within the jurisdiction of the 
power demanding the surrender of the 
accused. When an offense is committed 
on our own soil, and against our own laws, 
we must and will assume exclusive juris- 
diction of it. 

Excepting the exterritoriality applied to 
diplomatic agents, and to residents from 
Christian lands who are, by special 
treaties with China, Turkey, Japan and 
Muscat, exempt from local law and pun- 
ishable in those countries only by the 
Consuls of their own country, foreigners 
are everywhere as subject as natives to 
the local law and,gs amenable to the local 
courts while per lly within their terri- 
torial jurisdictio But treaties between 
Christian nations invariably secure to 
foreigners the fullest protection of every 
immunity accorded by local law to na- 
tives accused of crime. No punishment 
or trial from which natives commit- 
ting the’ same crime are exempt can 
be applied to foreigners. Sach State 
has exclusive jurisdiction within its own 
territory, but cannot by its penal laws 
bind persons outside of its territory, nor 
therein apply unusual penalties and pro- 
cesses to foreigners who are citizens or 
subjects of treaty nations. Enforcingits 
own penal laws only, the only part it 
takes in enforcing those of other nations 
is by surrendering fugitives from justice 
upon proof of crimes not political. 

The country of arrest is conceded juris- 
diction, not only of all offenses committed 
within its territory, but also over those 
committed abroad distinctly against its 
sovereignty. Butto deal. with the latter 
a State must obtain jurisdiction or posses- 
sion of the offender’s person, and right 
there extradition stops. An offense com- 
mitted from the outside against a nation’s 
sovereignty isapt to be plainly political 
and not extraditable. An offense com- 
mitted in the United States against En- 
glish law is not extraditable unless it is 
also an offense against American law, and 
in that case we punish the offender our- 
selves. If O'DONOVAN Rossa, for in- 
stance, is accused of aiding, abetting or 
procuring in the United States’ the 
commission of a crimein Great Britain, 
the treaty expressly exempts him from 
extradition if the crime is not a crime 
under our own laws, and if it is we are 
bound to vindicate our own laws by hold- 
ing and punishing him ourselves. 
Wherever a wrong.is done, there the 
perpetrator of it, whether a_ transient 
passenger or a domiciled subject, is justi- 
ciable. Thelaw of the place of commis- 
sion is the law violated and the measure 
of his punishment. We cannot con- 
cede either to Mexico or to Great 
Britain criminal jurisdiction of acts done 
in the United States, nor: permit any 
foreign country to extend its peculiar 
local laws over our domain and enforce 
them against our people.

THE mystery of the State “extradition 
agents’? in Texas is explained by our 
treaty of 1861 with Mexico, which provides 
that ‘‘in case of crimes committed in the 
frontier States or Territories’’ the sur- 
render may bemade by ‘‘the chief civil 
‘fauthority thereof, or such civil or judi- 
‘‘cial authority of the districts or counties 
“bordering on the frontier as may be for 
‘“‘this purpose duly authorized by the said 
“chief civil authority of the said frontier 
“States or Territories.”” Under this 
exceptional clause extradition on our 
Mexican border is left to the discretion of. 
any county judge, justice of the peace or 
notary public who may be commissioned 
for the purpose by the Governors of Texas, 
New Mexico, Arizona or California, and a 
requisition from some such local official 
onthe Mexican side is a sufficient basis 
for an exchange of prisoners between 
assassins or blackmailers on that side and 
the reward-hunting sheriffs on our side of 
the line. The Rasures case shows how 
this thing works at times. 


THE Mexican Government threw away 
its only tenable position in the Cutting 
case when it admitted that the proceeding 
against him was based upon an article of 
the Mexican code prescribing punish- 
ments lor acts done outside of Mexican 
jurisdiction by persons who were at the 
time citizens of another country. If it 
had alleged and proved that Curtine had 
committed an offense against Mexican 
law in Mexico by personally intruding and 
circulating therein a publication that was 
libelous, seditious or in contempt of 
court, it might have cited the re- 


cent case wherein a London . court 


gave Cyrus Fretp a verdict of $25,000 
damages on the ground that the cireula- 
tion of the New York Herald in London 
from the Herald’s London office gave the 
local courts jurisdiction of any tortious 
matter found in the Herald so circulated. 
Doubtless if any Irish-American were 
taken in Great Britain in the act of cir- 
culating there any American publication 
in violation of British law we could not 
protect him from the punishment im- 
posed according to local law by a 
British court. But no 
ernment would now claim for its 
courts jurisdiction of a foreigner’s 
acts in his own country where they could 
not affect persons or things in Great 
Britain. Both English and American 
courts have assumed jurisdiction over 
torts committed abroad, where the suitors 
were non-resident foreigners and the acts 
complained of were not noticed by the law 
of the place of perpetration, but such pre- 
cedents are discredited now by the more 
approved doctrine that what is legally in- 
nocent where it occurs cannot be made a 
delict elsewhere.

The returns of the recent census in France 
will be awaited with great interest, for the 
stagnation of the French population, which 
has been generally believed in of late, will, if 
it should turn out to be well founded, become 
a leading factor in modern history. Mean- 
while the preliminary returns for Paris have 
been already published, and show an increase 
of 16,000 only since the last census—2,256,080, 
instead of 2,239,928.

They don’t wish to abolish the reserve ruie, 

because they believe that itis necessary to the 
prosperity and continued existence of the 
ame. They-don’t wish to disorganize base 
yall, Dut as men of common sense and a fair 
appreciation of justice they 46 wish to pro- 
tect themselves from unjust injury. The 
means for the accomplishment of this have 
neen finally attained. 

“The National Brotherhood of Professional 
Rall Piayers’’ isa fact, and the mtoty of its 
formation is briefly as foliows: Last all the 

jqversof the New York Ciub met together 
jor the purpose of formulating some scheme 
of organization. Officers were chosen, com- 
mittees appointed, correspondence was be- 
gun with players in other clubs, and at the 
beginning of this season everything was in 
readiness for the installation of the diiferent 
chapters inthe various Leazueciubs. (This 
organization includes only League players. ) 

Under the supervision of the mother chapter 
the work has gone bravely on, until at pres- 
ent there ish a chapter in every League 
club. In some cases every player in the club 
has been enrolled. In others it was thought 
best for the present to omit certain names. 
In one ortwo instances desirable men have 
held off, of their own option, but with this 
last exception the organization embraces the 
entire intelligent and reputable element of the 
profession. It includes among its members 
such men as Ned Hanton, Jobn Morrill, Jim 
O'Rourke, Arthur Irwin, “Dave Rowe, Ed 
Willlamson, Al McKinnon and Clif Carroll. 
There is anarray of names of which any or- 
ganization may be proud. The mere publica- 
tion of that list will insure the confidence and 
support of the public. This, then, isnot a 
new Union Association. It is no Utopian 
scheme for the disorganization of the existing 
order, but itis, as their constitution declares, 
an association of reputable ball-players for 
mutual protection and benefit. Base ball has 
nothing to fear. Base ball managers have 
nothing to fear so long asthey are willing to 
deal justly with their plavers. 

Inan interview, Johnnie Ward, the Presi- 
dent, says, coneerning the Union and its ob- 
jects: 

‘“‘Our primary object is, of course, protec- 
tion. Stillthe organization has otuer objects 
inview. Our objects, as set forth in the con- 
stitution, are: (A) ‘To protect and benefit its 
members collectively andindividually.’

If 
its demands are conservative and just, asl 
have no doubt they will be, it cannot fail of 
accomplishing good.

Little did I imagine as I looked 
on that club that itand I were destined to be- 
come intimately acquainted with each otherin 
the very near future. An intimacy, by the 
way, which I afterwards regretted to the full- 
est extent. 

By screwing around in the umpire’s hand I 

managed to geta bead on my surroundings. 
I saw that there was a very large crowd of peo- 
ple present, and that something terrible 
seemed to be goingon. The mob was excited 
to a tension that threatened every moment to 
burst something, and the people were yelling 
and howling. Among cries 1 could hear one 
man whose voice seemed endowed with a pe- 
culiarly harsh superiority overthe others.

He spit 
upon me viciousiy, rubbed me till I was 
sore, grasped me with an iron grip 
drew back his arm and I traveled a distance of 
about fifty feet faster than I ever traveled be 
fore. My onward career was brought toa 
halt with a suddenness that nearly .took my 
senses away. Another man had caught me 
with a pair of filthy, greasy gloves,and I heard 
through my dazed ears the words, ‘‘one ball.’’ 
I thought so too, but I thought at the same 
time thatit was a badly abused once ball. 
was returned again to the man who treated me 
with so much contumely at first and the same 
srocess Was gone through with several times. 

very time my friend got hold of me his anger 
seemed to increase and the spitting business 
began to grow tiresome. The cry of ‘‘two 
balis,’’ ‘‘three balls,’’ and so on kept up and 
I fancied this had something to do withmy 
friend’’s uncontrollable rage. 

The last time I was returned to himI no- 
ticed the man withthe club, and observed, 
too, thatI went directly at. him when I left my 
friend’s band. The next time lforged ahead 
the brute let fly at me with his weapon and the 
blow he gave me nearly deprived me of those 
useful articles—my ‘‘lights.’’ Away I sped 
up into the air, and my flight seemed a dizzy 
and dangerous one. I was safe, however, 
from contact with the ground, for I noticed 
another fellow running to catch me, in which 
attempt he succeeded. What puzzled me at 
the time was the apparent solicitude on the 
part of all the big tellowsin costume lestI 
should fall and hurt myself, especially after 
the thorough disregard they evinced for mea 
moment before. If they cared for my person- 
al comfort, 1 argued, why in thunder didn’t 
they let me stay in my box, where I was hap- 

y, instead of dragging me out and frighten 
ngthe life out of me in the way I bave de- 
scribed. 

Well, to be brief and to bring my short but 
adventurous tale to an end, I was bandied 
aboutin the most heartless manner conceiv- 
able.

CHADWICK’S CHAT. 


Some Points on the Management of Base 
Ball Teams. 


If you find a man of integrity of character 
who aims to serve the interests of his club 
employere and who does pretty fairly the first 
season and improvesin the business with ex- 
perience, simply because he treats his team as 
men and notas hirelings, it will be best to 
keep him there, even if he has committed a 
few errors of judgment the past season. But 


if your manager be one who naturally likes to 
play the tyrant and abuse his arbitrary power, 
no matter what his experience may be, let him 
go, forsuchaman can never get hearty ser- 
vice outofhisinen. They obey him because 
they must, but the obedience is not that elic- 
ited by respect for the man in authority. 
There is one ening. however, in regard to 
the selection of a club manager which requires 
consideration, and that is to avoid the injustice 
of holding him to a personal responsibility for 
the conduct and actions of the men under him, 
while you allow some one club official or other 
to interfere with his control of the men. A 
nominal club manager is useless, Place him 
in full control and hold him responsible, or 
let the special club official who thinks he can 
do better run the team himself. 
So much in regard to the individual mana- 
wer ofaciub himself. Now fora word or two 
about the business of managing a professional 
team.

How a Fortune Was Made on Troubadour 
in the Suburban. 


The Chicago Tribune tells an interesting 
story in connection with the Suburban. The 
victory of Jim Guest in the Great Western 
handicap, it says, when he equaled Luke 
Blackburn’s mile-and-a-half record of 2:34, 
has led to considerable discussion of his 
chances for the Suburban handicap had he re- 
mained in condition. Itis a well-known fact 


that Capt. Brown fancied Jim Guest’s chances 
for the Suburban, backed him in the early bet- 
ting,and stood to win a liberal amounton him. 
Atthe same time, Troubadour, having gone 
amiss early in the season, was not thought of 
even as a possibility by book-makers or pablic, 
and neither his owner nor trainer had any 
hope that he could be fitted forthe race. When 
Guest went wrong the chances of the stable 
for the big event were apparently atan end, 
but, after alithe cloud of adversity that hung 
over it in the spring, fortune smiled on it later, 
the cloud was dispelled, Troubadour won the 
Suburban, and his owner won onthe race the 
largest amount ever won by one man on any 
one race in America. During a discussion of 
the comparative chances of Troubadour 
and Guest as they appeared in _ the 
early asprihg, a well-known turfman 
eee a Tribune reporter the inside of Capt. 

rown’sinvestments on Troubadour, and re- 
lated the story of the greatest turf speculation 
that was ever transacted in this country, and 
which, in plan and execution, has no parallel 
in the annuals of racing On this side of the At- 
lantic. ‘*fThe backing of Troubadour,’’ said 
he, ‘‘was the smartest piece of work ever 
done in the betting line in this country. In 
England they have worked a good many 
shrewd schemes, but they never beat the one 

ut through by Rogers and that Pittsburg mill- 
onaire coal king. There were peculiar cir- 


cumstances that favored them, but for 
ull that they deserve credit for 
what they did. Anyhow, they got 


nearly $60,000, and that shows good manage- 
ment. Before the betting on the Suburban 
was announced Troubadour got off and was 
supposed to be settled for the season if not 
foraver. Then they put some money on Guest 
at long odds. I think they got 100 tol and put 
on about $100, so that they stood to win $10,000 
onhim. The bookmakers, as a matter of ne- 
cessity, have the best of information, or at 
least the best they can get, and of course they 
knew as much asthe public, and very likely 
a little more, about Troubadour’s condition. 
Well, Rogers let up on Troubadour and kept 
Guest at work. Finally Guest got off 
and Rogers knew that his chance for the Sub- 
urban wasgone. The bookmakers were not 
long in finding outthat there was something 
wrong with Guest, but Rogers managed to keep 
them from knowing whether it was serious or 
not. A. little while after Guest was thrown 
out of training and Troubadour began to im- 

rove. Thepv he rounded to yery fast, and 

ogers became satisfied that he would stand 
training forthe big race. Mind you, nobody 
but Rogers and prenesy the boy who was 
taking care of the horse knew anything about 
Troubadour’s improvement. 

Rogers watched him for afew days, and 
then telegraphed to Capt. Brown at Pittsburg, 
telling him to come tv Louisville. The next 
day Brown Was in Louisville. When he went 
to the track Rogers showed him Troubadour, 
and said: ‘‘This horseis going to stand up. I 
know heis aygood horse, and you had better 
back him forthe Suburban.’’ Brown looked 
the horse over and then he and Rogers went 
off to study the chancesto back him. There 
were six bookmakers in New York and twoin 
Baltimore who were offering from 7 
to 80 to 1 against. Now, what do you 
suppose they did? Most men would 
bave telegraphed or written to the 
bookmakers, or to one bookmaker, and have 
found out that while one bookmaker would 
tuke about )25 or $50at 70 tol, another would 
not take anything, and finally all had short- 
ened their prices against the horse. Well, 
they didn’tdo anything of that kind. They 
dida’t even take a chance of backing the horse 
with one bookmaker and give him an oppor- 
tunity to hedge by telephone or telegraph 
with some other bookmaker and in that way 
get the odds shortened all around. They en- 
gaged a man to go East and put on the money, 
and Brown remained in Louisviile.. The man 
they sent on had a brother living in New 
York. He telegraphed to Philadelphia 
to have two men meet him at the depot 
there and to his brother to get four men and 
meet him at the Jersey City Depot. At Phila- 
delphia he met the two mnen he had telegraphed 
to and sent them to Baltimore with money to 
be placed on Troubadour. Then he went on 
to New Yorkand met his brother and four 
other men. Each one took $100 and started 
fora separate bookmaker’s place of busi- 
ness. Before sending this man Kast, Brown 
and Rogers figured onthe time he would get 
there and how iongit would take to get the 
men to the bookmakers’ offices, and 
had arranged for the money to be put up 
with each bookmakerin New York and Balti- 
more ata certain time. About an hour before 
that time they sent telegrains to all the book- 
makers in New York and Baltimore which 
read: ‘‘What are the odds against Jim 
Guest?’’ and were signed 8. 8. Brown. When 
the bookmakers received these telegrams 
they of course concluded that Brown wanted 
to back Guestand shaped their answers ac- 
cordingly. Then about an hour afterward, 
when a man came in and offered to put up $100 
on Troubadour, he was not given ua chance 
to take back the proposition, and a 
ticket was made out almost before he could 
breathe twice. In thisway $800 was piaced on 
Troubadour at average odds of a fraction over 
73tol. Brown had and Rogers $200 of the 
play, and while Brown took down a winning 
of $42,800, Rogers’ share was $14,600. That was 
shrewd and profitable work. After that 
Brown put on considerable more money at 
shorter odds, and altogether won about 
$65,000 or $70,000 on the race for himself. Any 
man that can get those New York bookmakers’ 
money inthat way must bearegular cyclone 
when he cuts loose among the coal men.

to the land or any right to interfere with the 
land.

HE WAS IN POSSESSION 
as agent of the State under the act of March 3, 
1881, with full power to sell, the terms being 
prescribed by the Comptroller. The Congress 
of the United States granted to Missouri at the 
time of her admission the sixteenth 
section in every township for the 
use of the inhabitants for schools. 
Under the act of March 3, 1851, the Commis. 
sioners compromised adverse claims and made 
sales from time to time by direction of the 
County Court, until the scheme and cliarter 
went into effect. The Court does not sustain 
the position of the Board that by section 37 
of the scheme the title to these lands 
and the right tothe possession of the same 
became vested in it. he Board undoubtedly 
has an interest in these lands, but it is limited 
by the provisions ofthe act of March 3, 1851. 
That act gave possession tothe commission- 
ers and the duty still rests upon the 
surviving commissioner to sell when directed 
by the authority now possessing the power 
ven to the County Court. This duty the 
If the Board 
has no right to appropriate the land and has 


no right to reserve the land from sale, then 
the reason it gives for wanting the sale re- 
strained falls to the ground.

Lo tes the lat- 
ter, accompanied by Thompson of the County 
Infirmary, arrived at Mr. Crandall’s place of 
business and, in the presence of the disguised 
Pinkerton men, counted out over $4,000 worth 
of stamps. They were promptly arrested and 
taken to Pinkerton’s office where Thompson 
made the surprising statemént that he had 
received the stamps from Shanahan,the South 
Town Supervisor. When the latter was arrested 
and questioned, he stated that he received the 
stamps to sell on commission from Thomas 
Finnucan, who is a man worth oyer $50,000, but 
whose past record has been very bad, and who 
is known to the detectives as a ‘‘handier’’ of 
thieves. Finnucan was implicated in the rob- 
pery of the Union Iron and Steel Company 
four yeurs ago, when the safe was cracked and 
some $12,000 taken. In this case he was re- 
leased on a suspended sentence, on account of 
his father’s position and his youth, All the 
parties are under arrestand will appear before 
Commissioner Hoyne this afternoon.

TEN HOURSA DAY. 


The Eight-Hour Day Abolished in the Tobac- 
co Factories. 


The trouble at Drummond's tobacco factory 
is at an end, the machine hands going to 
work this morning. On last Saturday which 
was the first day of the present week 


there Mr. J. T. Drummond notified his em- 
ployes, who number about 600, that ten 
hours would constitute a day’s work. On 
May 1 he inaugurated the eight-hour 
day, paying the wages formerly paid for ten 
hours’ work. He found that the production 
could not be kept up to the necessary point, 
and he was falling behind in filling orders. 
It became necessary to extend the day. ‘‘I 
learned,’’ he said, ‘‘thatless than thirty per 
cent of the factories in the country 
were not working ten hours. In 
New York and New Jersey the number of 
hours to the day was never changed. In 
South Carolina they are working 
fifteen hours. In Virginia it is ten hours 
ormore. Whenl announced that we would 
have to change back to the old 
day the hands who are employed 
by the day made no objection 
but the piece-workers who would have an op- 
portunity to increase their earnings 15 per 
cent did not want to change. They 
talked to the foreman Saturday and were 
told we would keep the machines for them 
until Tuesday, and yesterday they 
came to see me and we caine 
to an understanding BO that this 
morning they all went to work. There were 
between seventy and eighty out, and they 
wanted me to understand that they 
were not on a_ strike. I guess 
it was all a misunderstanding. 
Ihave made some adjustments in the scales of 
salaries, which have catdown some men and 
raised the wages of others.’’ 

The Liggett & Myers factory has changed to 
the ten-hour day witbout trouble. There, 
too, they held it was necessary in order to 
keep up production.

Pohiman and Smith of 
the ‘‘Regular Republican City Central 
Committee,’’ representing some 700 votes, 
according tothe returns of the last election, 
refyse to recognize the Grund committee, 
representing some twenty-odd thousand 
votes. Within the past few days the fertile 
imagination of some Republican conceived 
theideaof putting E. 8.

FLOWERS FOR FIENDS. 


Mrs. Black’s Ostentatious Display at the 
Anarchists’ Trial. 


CHICAGO, August 3.—The attorneys for the 
defense in the anarchist trial were late in put- 
ting in an appearance this morning, and the 
proceedings were delayed. Mrs. Black, wife 
of the chief counsel for the defense, appeared 
in court promptly, as usual, and ostenta- 
tlously presented the defendant Spies with 
a large bouquet of flowers, and 
proceeded to supply the remaining defendants 
with copies of the illustrated weeklies and of 
the local newspapers. The witness, Frederick 
Liebel, took the witness-chair, and was sub- 
jected to a cross-examination. The witness 
was a regular reader of the Arbeiter Zeitung, 
and saw in it an announcement of the Hay- 
market meeting. He had only been in 
America two years. He declared that he 
sawthe bomb in the air, and that it appa- 
rently came from the sidewalk south of the 
alley. The witness belongedto the Carpen- 
ters’ Union, which met at Zepf’s Hall; he had 
visited Spies, Lingg and Schwab in jail, and 
had attended a Socialistic picnic given to raise 
funds for the defendants. His associates had 
been mainly Socialists. 

Dr. James D. Taylor, who said he had 
lived in Illinois for  nearfy forty- 
five years, and the last three 


years in Chicago, was at the Haymarket May 
4. The witness is quite deaf and the counsel 
had to raise their voices. He said he heard 
every word uttered by the speakers at the 
Haymarket meeting. uestioned as to the ex- 
act language used by the speakers, he only 
remembered that Fielden said: ‘‘Damn the 
law; throttle it!’’ He saw Fielden 
after the bomb exploded and watched 
him as long as he couid, He 
did not see him usea revolver. The witness 
said the bomb wae thrown from bebind some 
boxes about twenty feet south of the alley. 
The bomb wentin a northwesterly direction 
and landed about even with the 
mouth of the alley. Did not see 
any one fire at the police. He said he 
wasa Socialist, had attended many of the 
Socialist meetings and had spoken at a num- 
ber of them. On the cross-examination 
the witness said he did not take 
his eye from off Fielden from the time the po- 
lice came up untu after the bomb exploded. 
He telt certain that Fieldeu was one of the first 
to be hit. His closing testimony was of a very 
confusing character, and during it he contra- 
dicted the testimony given by the 
other witnesses for the defense. 
Hs said the police kept firing § into 
the alley as he was golng éast through it, but 
he would not run.

RESULTED FATALLY. 


Joseph Tschoffen Dies from a Blow In- 
flicted by Adam Ottman. 


The Coroner to-day finished the inquest on 
the body of Joseph August Tschoifen, who 
died in the City Hospital on <Augustl, 
from injuries inflicted by Adam Ottman 


on July. 1. Death was caused by 
pleuro-pneumonia, resulting from a knife 
wound inflicted by Ottman.

MASTER WORKMAN M’GUIRE’S PLAN. 


The Political Pamphiet Issued to the New 
York Knights of Labor. 


By Telegraph to the PoOsT-DISPATCH. 
NEw YORK, August 3.—Master Workman 


McGuire, who proposes to take the 30,000 men 
of District Assembly 49, Knights of Labor, in- 
to politics this fall, has not yet produced his 
candidate for Mayor of New York, but his 
political creed has appeared. There was 
handed on Sunday to every delegate to the 


Central Labor Union political convention, 
which isto be held next Thursday evening 
in Clarendon Hall, a four-page pam- 
phlet folded twice so as to fit in the 
waistcoat pocket. As the delegates who were 
at the meeting of the Union in Clarendon Hall 
on Sunday received the books they were re- 
quested to store them away before the report- 
ers saw them, and to read them at their 
leisure. Everybody obeyed their instructions. 
The pamphlet is ten by eight inches and very 
fine print. It bears no signature. At the top 
it is described as a plan of government, 
suggested by some of the delegates. Some of 
the nen who pondered over the circular said 
yesterday that they recognized the handiwork 
of Victor Drury,a half dreamy, half flery 
French Socialist, who is a member of the 


Home. Club, and from whom the 
jeader of the club, Master Work- 
man McGuire, draws inspiration. 


The circular begins by suggesting that the 
National Co-operative party be organized at 
once. Many of the present evils, it says, 
come from the competitive system in business. 
Mr. McGuire’s plan of government would 
have no competition. The Government must 
do all the business and the workers must get 
equal shares. He would have no President, 
Vice-President or Senate, butin their places 
would have an executive board chosen di- 
rectly by the people and subject to remoyal at 
any time by the House of Representatives. 
Everybody (presumably every adult man or 
woman) who isin the country when the 
election occurs, must vote. The ballot is to be 
secret and direct. The people alone are to have 
the right to propose laws. No important laws 
are to be enforced uniess the people have in- 
dorsed them by a popular vote. Capital pun- 
ishment is to be abolished. The Government 
isto assume immediate and complete control 
of all telegraphs and telephones, and also of 
all railroads, canals and means of transpor- 
tation. Al! land grants are to be cancelled 
when the terms of contracts are complied 
with, and the lands are to be 
LEASED TO ACTUAL SETTLERS. 

There isto be no Governorfor the State or 
Mayor for the city when this govern- 
ment is established. Executive boards 
are to take their place. The Govern- 
ment alone is to issue money. Inventors 
are no longer to hvld patents, but areto have 
a bonus from the Government, instead. It is 
demanded that rent be fixed by law ata. mod- 
erate rate of interest. When workmen are 
notemployed, they must be put to work upon 
public improvements. Thereisto be a pro- 
gressive income tax, and ataxon all inherit- 
ances. Small incomes are notto be taxed at 
all. Child labor is to be prohibited, likewise 
labor of women when morals or public health 
would be injured. When women do work, 
they are to have the sume wages as men. A 
working day shalt be eight hours long only. 

Cities are to own all the street railways,ferries 
and gus-works. Persons employed in them 
are to be paid and recognized as public officials, 
aud pensioned when they grow old. Mr. 
MeGuire or Mr. Drury wants also a national 
divoree law, in which divorce depends merely 
on mutual consent. All tramp laws, con- 
Fpiracy laws, pauper laws, and temperance 
laws are to be abolished, and election day is to 
be a holiday. 

Mr. McGuire went West at the time ofthe 
last railruvad troubles in St. Louis. Whenthe 
six Deputy Sheriffs fired upon the mob at the 
Kast St. Louis railroad yards, McGuire was 
there and gotup onthetop ofacar and har- 
Trangnued the mob. He was spoken of inthe 
dispatches, however, as ‘‘T. Bb. Brown of the 
East.’’ Allthe Western newspapers tried to 
Ret his photograph, but he eluded them. He 
lives at 401 East Thirty-first street.

wholesome and nutritive than if leavened 
with yeast or cream of tartar andsoda. The 
trouble arises from the fact, as shown by re- 
cent scientific tests by the Government chem- 
ists and by official boards of heaith, that all 
these baking powders, with the single excep- 
tion of the Royal, contain either lime, alum, 
phosphates or acids of an injurious charac. 
ter. Therefore, when bread or cake is made 
with the use of these cheap baking powders 
these ingredients (which are present through 
the efforts of the manufacturers to produce a 
cheaper article) pass into the food and are 
taken into the delicate organs of childhood, 
where they are the source of very much of the 
disease with which our children are afflicted. 

Persons who have not strong constitutions, 
growing girls, young children and nursing 
Inothers ure particularly liable to the evil 
effects produced by the introduction of the 
adulterants named as found in the cheap 
baking powders. Heartburn and the pre- 
valent forms of indigestion are often solely 
traceable to the action of alum on the delicate 
coats Of the stomach. Prof. Willard Parker, 
United States Surgeon-General Hammond, 
Prof. Alonzo Clark, mosteminent physicians 
of New York, with scores of others, have writ- 
ten and spoken most earnestly of the evils. 
arising from partaking of such food. There 
should be as much care in the choice of a 
baking powder as in obtaining pure milk or 
inhaving a prescription compounded from 

ure drugs and not from poisons. 

The matter is one of the greatest importance 
particularily to the rising generation, an 
while our conservative law makers are making 
up their minds asto the proper legislation to 
stop the sale of the poisonous compounds, 
mothers will do well to study it carefully. The 
housekeeper will experience no inconvenience 
in discarding the use of the adulterated bak- 
ing powder, if she has been using it, as the

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| STRUCK A BONANZA. — 
HOW MAJ. MACRAY IS GOING TO UNEARTH 
$7,000,000 IN COIN. 


An Enthusiastic Treasure Hunter’s Scheme 
to Secure the Millions Buried by Capt. 
Kidd—The Major’s Instrument to Trace 
Hidden Gold and Silver.

New YORK, August3.—Maj. D. MacRay points 
proudly to himself as one of the leading phy- 
sicians of Portland, Me. He has not made 
much money at his profession of late years 
because, in the words of one of his enthusiastic 
friends, he has ‘‘struck a bonanza.’’ It’s no 
mean $2,000,000 or $8,000,000 that he is after, but 
he’s going to unearth $7,000,000 at the start, 
and after having a little fun with it will get sev- 
eral millions more just to keep his handin, The 
Major ins’t too proud to teli about the vast 
wealth heis going to enjoy. He told the 
PosT-DISPATCH correspondent all about ita 
few days ago, and seemed just as willing to 
let the public know it as if the whole thing 
didn’t amount to halfa paper of pins. The 
Major’s own story reads seriously enough, 
but itisn’thalfas serious and mysterious as 
his manner was when he spun the yarn. 

‘It is ‘now about twenty-three years ago 
that I first become aware of the fact that the 
treasures buried by Capt. Kidd could be raised 
if their burying place was discovered. I had 
no light job before me, and the result 
of my undertakings would entirely depend 
upon the invention of an instrument with 
which I could trace gold and _ silver, 
no matter where buried. I studied and 
worked hard.

You can find 
the rock easily and from this rock set a certain 
coursé, Measure a certain distance and you 
will bave the exact place where the spirit of 
Thomas Morse watches the treasures which I 
shall attempt to raise some time in October.’’ 

**How is itthat you want to wait until Octo- 
ber for beginning your work? I should think 
the summer months would be more suitable 
for this as the weather is much fairer and you 
can count on smoother seas,’’ and visions of 4 
share cf this wealth floated rosily before the 
reporter’s eyes.

It has 
been appealed to in vain in behalf of the 
Grand Opera by those wise enough to know 
that an appeal tothe artistic sense of people 
would be worse than folly. But the odor of 
decay which taints every activity in Paris is 
not kept out by Garnier’s gilded walls. The 
people seem to be sinking into a lethargy 
which is proof against all stimulants. To-mor- 
row they will celebrate the national fete of the 
republic. Preparations have been making for 
days; there will be miles of gas lights, hun- 


dreds of acres of bunting and an effof will be 
made to call up a spirit of patriotism by means 
of a review of the troops returned from Ton- 
quin. The preparations have shown the hol- 
lowness of the spirit invoked; everything is 
superficial and artificial. The people want to 
be stirred into the state of 
MAD MERRIMENT 

which character. zed the secondempire. They 
are like the old toper of the far West who 
sighed for liquor that would irritate his gullet.

THE BOWERY SUPERNUMERARIES. 

A baritone called Melchissedec was the Ne- 
lusko of the evening, an‘l save that he exhbibi- 
ted some modern vocal vices which did 
not consort well with his ancient 
Biblical name, he did remarkably 
well, proving himself altogether a finer 
hero than Vasco de Gama, whose original in- 
stability of affection was emphasized on 
this occasion by the circumstance that one of 
the two women between whom he wavered 
like Macheath in the ‘‘Beggar’s Opera,’’ was 
really his wife. The tenor Escalais, a young 
singer who is making good headway in the 
admiration of the house’s patrons, was physi- 
cally a discouraging figure as the heroic Por- 
tuguese Circumnavigator, but he sang with 
good effect, albeit with too much of the stri- 
dent screaming which marks the work of the 
majority of the French tenors. The chorus 
sang wretchedly and the orchestra was guilty 
of much slipshod work which seemed to be 
due to the listless manner of the conductor. 


The band has noble proportions 
and ought to produce thrilling 
effects. I found much to admire in the fire of 


its strings and the sonority of its brass. but 
missed the mellowness of the wood "wind 
choir of the New York Philharmonic Society, 
especially as it was when the lately deceased 
clarinet player, Boehm, wasalive. The tone 
os was of course, the same, but the per- 
ormance was much more precise and passion- 
ate in a representation of Massenet’s ‘‘Le 
Cid,’’ the latest noveity of the grand opera, 
which had its first performance on the 30th of 
last November. The-music of this opera I 
found to be less interesting than that of 
‘*‘Manon Lescant,’’ by the same composer, to 
which the New York public were introduced 
last season. It has a few inspired ages 
but is full of bad qyarter tones, hese 
Frenchmen manufacture music with a won- 
derful command of the devices which’ occa- 
sionally strike fire,but they can no more evoke 
a steady dramatic biaze than they can eman- 
cipate themselves from Meyerbeer, when un- 
dertaking a workin large lines.
